DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1.

Group III, claim(s) 31-39, drawn to the apparatus comprising a probe assembly 
with the integrated circuit device on a wafer Class: 361. 

Group IV, claim(s) 40-47, drawn to the burn-in board for at least one electrical 
device. Class/Subclass: 439/68 

Group V, claim(s) 48-72, drawn to the process comprising different steps such 
etching, stripping. Class: 29. 

Group VI, claim(s) 73-102, drawn to the spring probe assembly between a 
substrate and elastic conductive member comprising plurality of layers. Class/Subclass: 
439/92 
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Group VII, claim(s) 103, drawn to a process for establishing a probe card 
assembly . Class/Subclass: 439/131 or class 29.
